the  memorialist  himself  admits  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  a  breach  of  morality,  which  wc 
cannot  contemplate  without  disapprobation,  and  for  v/hicli  iie  has  made  no  profession  of 
penitence,  it  is,  therefore,  in  the  opionion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  highly  ijiexpe  lient  to 
grant  to  the  said  memoralist  any  relief,  until  the  Lodge  to  which  he  ])ropei  ly  belongs 
shall  regularly  decide  his  case,  and  until  it  shall  come  before  this  Grand  Lodge  regal ufly. 
either  in  the  form  of  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of,  or  as  a  reference  from  the  sasd  Lodge. 
And  it  is,  moreover,  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  a  subordinate  Lodge  has  full 
power  to  restore  a  suspended  or  expelled  member,  on  such  evidence  of  penitence  andrc- 
lormation,  as  to  them  may  appear  satisfactory. 

That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  furnish  the  petitioner 
with  an  attested  copy  of  the  above  resolution.
